
Make them pay! 

Angry residents insist council workers should fork out for parking cars 


COUNCIL staff should be 
forced to pay to park in 
Ely. 

That’s the message from 
furious residents who insist 
that if they are forced to pay 
to park, East Cambridgeshire 
District Council staff should 
be too. 

The council is planning to 
introduce car parking charges in 
the city - something which people 
fear will kill off Ely’s city centre 
and lure shoppers to out-of-town 
businesses where parking is free. 

But the car park at the council 
headquarters at The Grange, in 
Nutholt Lane, could avoid 
becoming a paid facility. 

Residents say council 
employees should be forced to 
pay and they are also calling for 
the car park to be available for 
non-council workers during the 
day. 

The short-stay car park is 
currently only available for 
motorists to use in the evenings 
and at weekends. 

Felicity Jarvis, from Littleport, 
said: “The council has an absolute 
cheek. 

“Its staff are allowed to park for 
free all day long, and I hear that 
will continue to be the case if 
these parking charges are 
introduced. Meanwhile, everyone 
else will be forced to pay. 

“If motorists are going to have 
to pay then so should the district 
council workers. 

“The car park should also be 
opened to the public if car 
parking spaces are as pushed in 
Ely as the council says they are.” 
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Lillian Painter, from Ely, said: “If 
charges are brought in, does the 
council propose to keep this car 
parking for itself? 

“Surely the council workers 
should have to do as other people 
and pay - without being able to 
claim on expenses. 

“At present, the council has a 
large car park for the use of its 
staff. I can never understand why 
this is not open to the public - 
only about six spaces are needed 
for disabled and essential car 
parking. 

“Surely council staff should not 
have this perk with such a 
shortage of space for parking?" 

The council’s consultation 
concerning the parking charges 
has recently ended. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, authority 
leader, insists the feedback from 
the consultation, as well as a 
12,000-signature strong petition 
against the charges, will be 
considered before they are 
introduced. 

A council spokesman said: “The 
Grange car park was included as 
part of the parking consultation 
and while there are no current 
plans to open it up to the public 
in the daytime during the week, 
we will be looking at all the 
comments, ideas and suggestions 
which were sent in over the last 
two months. 

“Also, nothing has yet been 
determined regarding the impact 
of the introduction of charges to 
staff at the district council.” 
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Fears over plans to build 
thousands of new homes 


THOUSANDS of homes cannot 
be built in the Ely area without 
extra infrastructure, schools and 
services also being constructed. 

That’s the message from Liberal 
Democrats, who are worried about East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
housing targets. 

The authority is planning a 
‘continuation of growth’ of between 8,000 
and 9,000 new homes in East 
Cambridgeshire over the next 20 years. 
This works out at between 400 and 450 
homes being built every year. 

Council leader Peter Moakes insists the 


targets are a “reasonable level” but Cllr 
Ian Allen, leader of the East Cambs Lib 
Dems, is worried. 

Cllr Allen said: “Now that Regional 
Spatial Strategies have been abolished, it 
is abundantly clear that the Conservatives 
want continued growth. 

“The Ely Masterplan was drawn up 
when housing targets were still in force 
and it exceeded those demands. 

“We are left with accepting a plan for 20 
years of growth at little less than the rapid 
expansion of Ely west, with all its 
attendant difficulties. 

“All projections I have seen show an 
ever-increasing gap between the financial 


demands placed upon public service 
providers and the ability of local 
government to extract through Section 
106 agreements and the soon-to-be- 
introduced community infrastructure 
levy the funds to support them. 

“In other words the more you build, the 
worse it gets. The only positive about 
such growth is that it will deliver 
affordable housing for local people as 
new developments have a 30 per cent 
tariff of housing for rent. 

“Whether enormous traffic growth, 
environmental degradation or inade¬ 
quate school-building is a price worth 
paying is for the public to decide.” 


Cllr Moakes said: “This rate of growth is 
less than East Cambridgeshire has seen 
over the last decade and will allow us to 
meet the needs of our communities. 

“We know how important it is to ensure 
the infrastructure required to support this 
growth is in place before new homes are 
built and by developing masterplans and 
Village Visions we can make sure 
developers know what is required. 

“While Cllr Allen may wish to deny 
growth and keep our district looking back 
to the past, it is our job to deal with the 
here and now to ensure our residents 
have the homes, schools and other 
facilities they need in the future.”

Alert over bogus CAB callers 


BOGUS callers are 
preying on local people 
by pretending to be 
from the Citizens Ad¬ 
vice Bureau (CAB). 

Ely’s branch of the 
CAB has warned that 
the callers are phoning 
people with money and 
debt problems and 
offering to help them, 
asking them for 
personal information 
and offering debt man¬ 
agement. 

Beverley Howard, 


from Ely’s CAB office, is 
warning residents that 
calls or texts from 
people offering a loan 
or help with debt 
problems are almost 
certainly always a scam. 

She said: “No CAB 
adviser, or anyone 
connected with the 
CAB, would ever phone 
or text someone out of 
the blue to offer debt- 
management services. 

“We cannot stress 
this too strongly and we 


would urge anyone 
getting a bogus call like 
this to end the call as 
quickly as possible and 
never give or confirm 
any personal infor¬ 
mation. This is a 
despicable scam that 
trades on public trust in 
our service. 

“Post-Christmas, a lot 
of people are finding it 
very difficult financially 
and could easily be 
taken in by these 
imposters. 


“We were horrified 
when someone who 
wasn’t an existing client 
contacted us to find out 
how we knew they were 
in debt and told us they 
had had a call from one 
of our advisers.”

“Every individual can take 
steps to help themselves 
by checking that the 
electrical equipment they 
use every day is in good 
shape, and is operated 
properly and unplugged 
when not in use.” 

The cause of the fire was 
confirmed as accidental.

Bus cash 
cuts lead 
to job fears 

BUS drivers fear for their 
jobs after transport 
chiefs agreed to continue 
axing bus subsidies. 

County council bosses 
confirmed £1.5 million 
of extra transport 
funding and said this 
could still used to 
support traditional 
buses as a last resort, but 
signalled their intention 
it should be spent on 
developing alternative 
links run by community 
groups and 

entrepreneurs. 

Anti-cuts protesters 
gathered outside Shire 
Hall before the cabinet 
meeting on Tuesday 
where the decision was 
taken and were joined by 
Jane Peacock, chairman 
of the Unite union 
branch for bus operator 
Stagecoach Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, who said 
workers feared for their 
futures. 

She said: “Our mem¬ 
bers are pretty horrified 
about the cutbacks 
because ultimately it 
could affect their jobs. 

“Customers have also 
been expressing concern 
about the loss of buses, 
leaving them isolated.” 

Andrew Osborne, sec¬ 
retary of Cambridgeshire 
Against the Cuts, said 82 
per cent of residents had 
said axing subsidies was 
the wrong thing to do. 

He said: “The people 
of Cambridgeshire said 
they wanted a regular 
bus service, not a 
glorified dial-a-ride.”

facility for the pupils and staff to 
use. Everybody knows that 
learning out in the fresh air 
brings huge benefits for 
children. 

“We would like to thank every 
person, business and 
organisation who has helped us 
to raise the money required for 
this new classroom over the 
past 18 months.” 


Council accused of victimisation 


THE owners of a delicatessen 
are considering quitting their 
business because a council is 
“victimising” them. 

Graeme and Penny Williams, who 
own 3At3 delicatessen and cafe in 
Three Cups Walk, Ely, have slammed 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council as “petty” and insist the 
authority is penalising small 
businesses. 

The couple fear they could be 
forced to demolish the majority of 
their shop over issues with windows 
they have fitted into an extension. 

They applied for retrospective 
permission for the extension, which 
planners refused. The council insists 
the windows’ style and proportions 
are influencing the building’s form 
and appearance and say they have 
come up with suggestions, such as 
installing a blind and placing a 
menu board next to one of the 
windows to reduce the building’s 
visible boarding. 

Planning officer Lorraine King 
said: “Given the site’s inclusion 
within the conservation area and 
the presence of the nearby TPO tree 
and listed buildings, it should have 
been developed sensitively, and in 
consultation with professional 
officers. 

“Officers have tried to negotiate 
with the applicant and their agent in 
order to secure changes to the 
design that would address the 
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reasons for refusal given by the 
planning committee. 

“Unfortunately, none of the 
suggestions made by officers have 
been acted upon.” 

Mr Williams said: “The council is 
victimising us and we’ve had 
enough. Times are tough for small 
businesses and the council seems to 
be going out of its way to penalise us 
and other small independents. 

“We don’t know what we’re going 
to be asked to do but we could have 
to knock everything down just for 
the sake of a window which they 
don’t like. 

“We’re strongly considering 
selling up. The way we’re being 
treated just isn’t fair.” 

The council also has concerns 
about the effects the extension 
could have on a nearby sycamore 
tree, which is subject to a tree 
preservation order. 

Mr Williams said: “Certain big- 
name chains have opened up in Ely 
recently without even applying for 
planning permission and they get 
away with it, yet we are being made 
to suffer just because the council 
doesn’t like our windows.” 

A district council spokesman said 
planning officers would be in touch 
with Mr and Mrs Williams to discuss 
the options now available to them. 


Celebrations for store staff 


FASHION store Bon Marche is to 
remain in Ely, the Weekly News 
can confirm. 

However, the city’s Millets store, 
in Market Place, and fashion 
chain Peacocks, in The Cloisters, 
could still close down. 

Health food store Julian Graves, 
in The Cloisters, shut its doors to 
the public last Saturday. 

Staff at Bon Marche, also based 
in The Cloisters, are celebrating 
the news that their store is being 
kept open by their new owners, 


Sun European Partners, which 
bought the firm after it went into 
administration. 

All JO employees at the branch 
will also keep their jobs. 

Tina Harley, store manager, 
said: “Staff are thrilled with the 
news that we’re remaining open.” 

Meanwhile Blacks Outdoor 
Retail Ltd, the new owners of 
national chain, Millets, has 
confirmed that Ely’s store could 
be one of more than 70 branches 
to close this month.

COMMUNITY groups are 
being asked to rate the 
standards and services of one 
of Ely’s most criticised com¬ 
munity hubs. 

Questionnaires have been 
sent to “interested parties”, 
including the City of Ely 
Council, the Ely Society and 
the Ely Perspective, asking the 
organisations questions 
about The Maltings in 
Waterside. 

The questionnaire has been 
produced by East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
as the authority is reviewing 
the way the controversial 
building is managed. 

Those who received the 
survey are being asked to rate 
the building’s services, the 
customer service, the quality 
of the restaurant, its fixtures 
and fittings and the activities 
it offers. 

The district council 
announced it had decided to 
set up a cross-party body to 
review the management of 
the venue last year. 

The Maltings has been at 
the centre of controversy 
recently. 

Although it was claimed the 
120-seat restaurant would be 
open from 10am-9.30pm 
daily, it rarely is. And now the 
venue is closed for the 
autumn and winter, other 
than for one-off events. 

Residents insist it should be 
open to the public for longer 
and should offer more 
services. 


Threadworm 
closes pool 

PARADISE Pool in Ely had to 
close after a primary school 
reported an outbreak of 
threadworm among pupils. 

The pool was closed on the 
evening of Friday, lanuary 20 
for one evening, on the advice 
of the centre’s health and 
safety team, as students from 
the school had used the 
facilities. 

Swimming pool staff are 
urging anyone with thread¬ 
worm or any other illnesses to 
not use the facilities until they 
have recovered. 

A spokesman for the pool 
said: “The pool was fully back- 
washed and cleaned so it 
could be re-opened for the 
weekend.” 

A spokesman for East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
said the incident was not 
being investigated. 


Date is set for western landscaping work to start 


UNFINISHED footpaths and 
landscaping in the western 
area of Ely finally look set to be 
completed. 

For years, residents in the 
Alexander Chase, Morley Drive 
and Collier Close area of Ely 
have been waiting for a 
footpath/cycleway and land¬ 
scaping near their homes to be 
finished. 

The strip of land has split 
ownership between East 


Cambridgeshire District 
Council and the Kier Group, 
the developer of the homes. 

The district council was able 
to carry out the majority of the 
path-building and landscaping 
but hasn’t been able to 
complete an area linking 
Morley Drive to Collier Close as 
the land was still in Kier’s 
ownership. 

Kier has still not allowed the 
council to adopt the piece of 


land - but now council bosses 
are taking matters into their 
own hands, much to the relief 
of local residents. 

The change will leave a small 
gap from Alexander Chase to 
the new path, which the 
council admits is “unfortunate”, 
but the authority says it is 
essential the path is now 
completed. 

Residents and councillors 
have been calling for the work 


to be completed for years. 

Giles Hughes, the council’s 
head of planning, said: 
“Despite the best efforts of our 
legal department, we have not 
been able to complete the land 
transfer from Kier Group for a 
portion of the land which 
would be included in the work, 
despite setting a deadline for 
the land transfer to be 
completed. 

“We plan to slightly amend 


the route of the foot¬ 
path/cycleway so the project 
can be delivered within the 
land we control. 

“Work is scheduled to take 
around seven weeks and 
vehicles will be accessing the 
land off the A10 rather than 
through residential streets.” 

Work is expected to start on 
Monday, weather permitting. 

Nobody from the Kier Group 
was available to comment. 


Planning reforms may 
pave way for Mereham 



Surviving the weight of history 


A HISTORIC weighbridge is 
gleaming after being given a spot 
of tender, loving care. 

John Hartley and his partner 
Zoe Crowther, landlords of The 
Fountain pub, in Soham, have 
spent almost £30,000 on 
refurbishing the outside of the 
building. 

While giving the premises a 
fresh lick of paint and new 
lighting, they also decided the 
pub’s weighbridge, thought to be 
one of only two remaining in the 
UK, needed a freshen-up. 


With the permission from East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
conservation officers, they have 
cleaned and refurbished the Grade 
II listed weighbridge, and 
illuminated it for more people to 
see. 

The steelyard weighbridge is 
believed to have been put up in 
the 17th century and would have 
been used for weighing heavy 
amounts of agricultural produce. 

In May, 1900, the weighbridge 
survived a large fire, along with 
the Fountain Justice Room. 


Mr Hartley, who carried out the 
latest refurbishment by himself, 
said: “Refurbishing it has been a 
real labour of love but it was worth 
every minute of it. 

“It’s such an important piece of 
Soham’s history that we wanted to 
give it as much TLC as we’ve 
given the pub. 

“It was in quite a bad way. Now 
we’ve given it a fresh lick of paint 
and lit it up for all to see. We’ve 
even incorporated the weighbridge 
into The Fountain’s new logo as it 
is part of the pub’s history.” 


A REPORT released by 
the Campaign to Protect 
Rural England (CPRE) 
shows that 55 per cent of 
England’s prime coun¬ 
tryside is at risk of being 
built on under proposed 
reforms to national 
planning policy 

It is feared the changes could 
lead to contentious devel¬ 
opments like Mereham - which 
could have seen 5,000 new 
homes built off the A10 
between Stretham and 
Wilburton - re-surfacing. 

According to the report, 90 
per cent of land is at risk in 
North East Cambridgeshire, 91 
per cent is at risk in central 
Suffolk and 88 per cent is 
under threat of being 
developed in North West 
Cambridgeshire. 

Eighty four per cent is said to 
be at risk in Huntingdon, 81 
per cent in Saffron Walden and 
Peterborough, and 78 per cent 
in South East Cambridgeshire. 

The land excludes areas with 
nationally recognised destin¬ 
ations, such as national parks 
and areas of outstanding 
natural beauty (AONB), as well 
as Green Belt land. 

As part of the proposed 
reforms, ministers have 
announced they want to 
streamline current develop¬ 
ment rules by reducing 1,300 
pages of planning policy to just 
52. 

Councils could be told there 
should be a “presumption for 
development” - something 
which organisations, including 
the National Trust and the 
CPRE, fear will allow 
unchecked development in the 
countryside and the loss of 
Green Belt. 

County and district 
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councillor Bill Hunt, who led 
the vigorous Say No to 
Mereham protest, said: “The 
proposed changes mean that 
developments, even those as 
big as Mereham, could get 
through the policies more 
easily and that is worrying. 

“I think it is inevitable that 
Mereham could re-raise its 
ugly head. If developers think 
there’s a chance of getting it 
approved they will certainly 
give it a whirl.” 

Fiona Howie, head of 
planning at CPRE, said: 
“Ministers have provided no 
reassurance that the final 
proposals will recognise the 
value of the wider, undes¬ 
ignated countryside that 
makes up more than half of 
England’s rural landscape. 

“If we are to avoid damaging 
the character of rural areas by 
making it easier for 
inappropriate, speculative 
building to take place, 
decision-makers must be 
encouraged to take account of 
the intrinsic value of the wider 
countryside when considering 
development proposals.” 

The Cambridge Past, Present 
and Future (Cambridge PPF) 
organisation has also 
expressed fears. 

Chief executive Carolin 
Gohler said: “It takes millennia 
to establish habitats in terms of 
ecology and wildlife. This is 
making nature slightly more 
expendable and that’s a 
worrying concept.” 

The Government says the 
framework will protect the 
Green Belt and areas of natural 
beauty.

The Bishop of Ely, the 
Rt Revd Stephen Conway, 
also welcomed the Revd 
Professor David Thomp¬ 
son as his new 
ecumenical adviser and 
as Etheldreda Canon. 


Professor Thompson 
will advise the bishop 
and diocese on the 
working together of 
different Christian 
traditions internationally, 
nationally and locally. 

Hugh Duberly CBE, 
HM Lord Lieutenant for 
Cambridgeshire, was also 
installed as a lay canon of 


the cathedral. The 
ceremony took place on 
lanuary 28. Five new 
honorary canons were 
installed at the service, 
including Revd Tim 
Alban fones, Revd 
Andrew Norman, Revd 
Matthew Bradbury, Revd 
Nick Moir and Revd 
Fiona Windsor.

Shop worker stole scratchcards 


A SHOP worker who stole hundreds 
of pounds worth of scratchcards was 
sacked, a court heard. 

Sam Staines, 20, was working at 
the One Stop convenience store in St 
fohn’s Road, Ely, when he took the 
cards from the counter and 
scratched them before collecting any 
winnings from the till.

Speed up on Fen Line 


TRAINS will be travelling faster 
on parts of the Fen Line 
between King’s Lynn and 
London. 

Network Rail says train 
drivers will be given permission 
to travel up to 60mph. 

Trains have not been allowed 
to exceed 40mph on many 
areas of the line as the drought 
has left the tracks uneven in 
places. 

Train drivers have had to 
slow down to negotiate the 
worst-affected areas. Work is 
now under way to fix the tracks. 

A Network Rail spokes¬ 
woman said: “This work will 
cover the whole route between 
King’s Lynn and Littleport, not 
just those areas which currently 


have speed restrictions in place. 
To help stabilise the soil near 
the track, we are removing a 
number of trees along the 
railway. We will also be adding 
extra ballast and tamping the 
track to make it firmer. 

“While the work is done we 
will use a hi-tech inspection 
train to examine the track and 
identify if any further work is 
needed. 

“While 60mph is still slower 
than the usual line speed, it is a 
step towards removing the 
restrictions altogether. 

“Our aim is to remove all 
speed restrictions in the 
coming weeks, provided the 
ground conditions continue to 
improve as planned.”

FINGERPRINTS have 
been found in the home 
of murdered Chittering 
pensioner Llywelyn 
Thomas - and police 
hope it could provide a 
crucial breakthrough in 
the case. 

The 76-year-old’s body was 
found in the converted chapel 
in Ely Road on Sunday, 
December 18 and detectives 
believe a botched burglary 
may have gone tragically 
wrong. 

The classic car enthusiast 
was last seen alive the pre¬ 
vious night and he had spoken 
to a friend on the phone 
following the first part of the 
final of BBCl’s Strictly Come 
Dancing. 

Crime scene investigators 
have used special forensic 
paint on the seven-bedroom 
house. 

Officers hope the finger¬ 
prints found on walls could be 
the breakthrough they are 
looking for. 

Det Sup Jeff Hill said: 
“Officers have returned to the 
house to carry out further 
forensic examinations. 

“Walls and other surfaces 
were treated a couple of weeks 
ago with a chemical which can 
reveal fingerprints usually 
hidden to the naked eye. 

“Scenes of crime officers 
have been back into the house

to lift any fresh prints which 
have been revealed by the 
tests. 

“Hopefully the chemical 
tests will provide us with the 
vital evidence which will 
enable us to identify who was 
in the house on the night 
Llywelyn Thomas was killed.” 

Last week it was revealed 
that four distinctive watches 
were missing from the home, 
along with a black leather 
horseshoe wallet and a silver 
tea set. 

Police distributed posters 
showing images of the 
watches as part of the inves¬ 
tigation. 

A 22-year-old man arrested 
on suspicion of murder and a 
21-year-old woman arrested 
on suspicion of assisting an 
offender have been bailed to 
return to Parkside police 
station on Wednesday next 
week. 

A team of officers are also 
looking at social networking 
websites as part of the 
investigation in case the killer 
slips up and reveals their 
identity or clues on Facebook 
and Twitter.

So what’s it to 
be, councillors? 

Sir, members of the county council 
seem to be sending out contradictory 
messages about the proposed 
southern bypass. You reported on 
February 2 that Cllr Ian Bates, cabinet 
member for growth and planning, had 
said that the council would “continue 
to work with all partners, including 
organisations such as English Heritage 
as we review all the options in front of 
us”. A week earlier in the Ely Standard, 
Cllr fames Palmer, county councillor 
for Soham and Fordham was reported 
as stating: “I would like to assure the 
people of East Cambridgeshire that the 
leadership of both the district and 
county councils are fully committed to 
the completion of this project as soon 
as possible and I will do everything I 
can to push this scheme forward.” 

I would like to know which of these 
statements represents the real position 
of the county council - are all the 
options being considered, or not? I am 
disturbed by the reluctance of both the 
district council and the county council 
even to discuss the question of the 
impact which Route B would have on 
the landscape and views of the 
cathedral. You also reported last week 
the efforts by the new Ely Cathedral 
Business Group to make our 
‘wonderfully prestigious and inspiring 
cathedral’ available to business in 
order to boost the local economy. It 
would be a tragedy if this 
commendable initiative were to be 
undermined by a huge viaduct which 
disfigured the cathedral’s place in the 
local landscape. 

I share the concerns which Stephen 
Germeny expressed in your pages last 
week about the way in which this 
costly project is apparently being 
pushed ahead without proper 
examination of either the impact or 
the alternatives. We all agree that the 
present situation created by the level 
crossing needs addressing but Route B 
is not the only possible answer. A truly 
democratic council would make 
detailed information about the nature 
of the problem and the real costs of all 
the possible solutions available to the 
people of Cambridgeshire, and engage 
in an informed discussion about it - 
not try to race through its favoured 
plan via a deeply flawed consultation 
exercise and the stifling of any further 
debate.

Crossing could 
be lowered 

Sir, my comments are based on a 
lifetime’s working experience in public 
transport, initially with London 
Underground, then latterly with 
extensive experience as a consultant 
for rail transport schemes in the UK 
and abroad. 

I learned that any acceptable scheme 
must be objectively shown as the most 
effective and appropriate choice, 
especially when Government funding 
is sought. 

The October document Have Your Say 
on Ely Crossing names five options, but 
only B (£28m) and D (£23m) are 
shown as practical. 

Either would eliminate the present 
level crossing and the road access to 
and from the station, but both are 
expensive with major new structures. 

I suggest there could be major cost 


savings for this project by using 
existing structures wherever possible 
to minimise major new works, noise 
levels, visual intrusion, complication 
and disruption during construction. 

I propose a simplified alternative, 
practical proposal. 

At present, on leaving the Angel 
Drove/Back Hill roundabout, the 
Station Road outlet for HGVs start to 
climb to cross over the rail tracks at the 
level crossing. 

However, if this crossing was lowered, 
the twin lanes on the road route could 
go under the rail tracks with a 5m, or 
other approved, headroom and still be 
wide enough for both lanes to rejoin 
the A142 Newmarket road, and then 
shortly go over the present River Great 
Ouse road bridge. 

The present rail underpass could be 
closed and filled without major works 
and traffic disruption. The connections 
and flow between the road lanes in and 
out of the station and the new 
underpass could be improved. 

Finally, I suggest this option should be 
discussed with National Rail, then 
costed and fully compared objectively 
with options B and D.

Perhaps they too should 
write to the district council to 
withdraw their support.

Anti-bullying campaign makes its mark

Truck theft 
teenager to 
learn his fate 


A YOUTH who stole a truck and 
became involved in a high-speed 
police chase is due to be sen¬ 
tenced next week. 

Bobby Loveridge, 19, admitted stealing 
the Ford pick-up in Soham on lanuary 
17, driving the vehicle dangerously to¬ 
wards Stretham, driving without 
insurance, driving while disqualified and 
possessing a blade in a public place. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, said police 
were travelling along the A1123 at 
1.15am when they noticed a truck 
travelling at speed on the other side of 
the road. 

He told Cambridge magistrates: “The 
officers turned around and went to catch 
up with the vehicle, which was travelling 
at 80mph. The vehicle wouldn’t stop for 
them so they gave chase. 

“The truck was driving down the 
middle of the road, straddling the white 
lines, and then went into the village of 
Stretham at 50mph. 

“The driver then lost control and the 
truck flipped onto its side.” 

Mr Brown said when officers 
apprehended Loveridge, he told the 
police he was impressed with how 
quickly they had caught up with him

after he stole the vehicle. 

The court heard on that police also 
discovered a multi-tool with a blade on 
the driver’s side of the stolen truck. 

Mr Brown said: “Police were con¬ 
cerned the blade had been kept close to 
hand by the driver and could have been 
used against them when they stopped 
him.” 

He added Loveridge had taught 
himself to drive, had never taken a 
driving test or held a driving licence. 

The court also heard how, in police 
interview, Loveridge said the offence was 
the truck owner’s fault for leaving his 
vehicle unlocked and that he had driven 
down the middle of the road to stop the 
police catching up with him. 

Robert Milson, mitigating, asked for a 
pre-sentence report to be compiled 
before Loveridge, of Ely Road, Stretham, 
is sentenced. 

Loveridge, who has seven previous 
convictions for 21 offences, was 
remanded in custody until his sen¬ 
tencing on Monday.

THICK snow may have 
transformed East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire into a winter 
wonderland but it caused 
severe disruption to roads, 
rail, schools and waste 
collections. 

Twelve schools in the region, of 
which eight were in the Ely area, 
chose to close their doors on 
Monday, insisting the snow was too 
treacherous. 

Soham Village College and the 
King’s School Ely may have 
remained open but Ely College, 
Witchford Village College, the 
Harbour Special School in 
Wilburton and Neale-Wade 
Community College in March all 
shut. 

Ely St Mary’s Primary, Highfield 
Special School, Lantern Primary 
School and Spring Meadow Infant 
and Nursery School, all in Ely, also 
closed. 

Principals insisted the snow 
posed a health and safety risk, 
although many parents and other 
schools have criticised the decision 
as a “neurotic institutional can’t-do 
attitude’’. 

Although most of the region’s 
major roads appeared to have been 
well-gritted, police did report a 
higher-than-usual number of 
accidents. 

Between 9pm on Saturday and 
4pm on Sunday, there were 51 
collisions reported in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

A spokeswoman for the force 
said: “This is a significantly higher 
number of collisions than we 
would normally experience, which 
is always the case when there is 
snow and ice.” 

The East of England Ambulance 
Service said it received 1,229 calls 
across the region between 11pm on 
Saturday and 9am on Sunday. 


At Stansted Airport, operations 
were suspended on Saturday 
night for the runways to be 
cleared. Operations resumed on 
Sunday morning, although some 
passengers did face delays. 

Cambridge Airport remained 
open all day on Sunday, including 
for the East Anglian Air 
Ambulance. 

According to their websites, 
Network Rail and First Capital 
Connect train services in the 
region were also affected. The 
majority of services were delayed, 
including services from 
Cambridge to London. 

Police also confirmed that 


snowball-throwing, both at 
people and cars, had been an 
issue on numerous roads, 
including on the A10 at Witchford. 

The snow also affected waste 
collection as the district council 
suspended all collections on 
Monday. 

The decision mostly affected 
residents in Aldreth, Earith 
Bridge, Haddenham, Streatham, 
Sutton, Wilburton, Chittering, 
Grunty Fen, Isleham, Wentworth 
and Witchford but the council 
said that most of the rubbish 
would have been collected by 
Tuesday afternoon. 

The snow also caused problems 


for motorists trying to use car 
parks in the district, particularly 
at Ely railway station’s car park. 

A spokeswoman for NCP, which 
manages the car parks, apologised 
to motorists for not clearing the 
snow. 

With the cold snap predicted to 
last into the weekend, police are 
still urging motorists to only 
travel if their journey is essential. 

Casualty reduction officer, PC 
Steve Gedny, said: “If the weather 
is severe please consider do you 
need to make the journey? If it is 
essential make sure you allow 
plenty of time.”

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Farm’s waste digester plan 

Green bid to process material would see 20m storage tanks in Chittering 


AN anaerobic digester plant 
could be built at a potato farm. 

Bosses at Produce Connection Ltd 
have applied for planning permission 
to build the plant at their site in Ely 
Road, Chittering. 

The digester would be used to break 
down biodegradable waste material 
from the farm in the absence of 
oxygen. 

The proposed plant would occupy 
0.55 hectares of land and would be 
made up of five storage tanks, four 
measuring 20m wide by 5m high and 
one measuring 20m by 8m.

In a statement to East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council, Tony Walton 
Design, the applicants’ agent, said: 
“The firm is an established farming 
business which grows, stores and 
packs potatoes for sale to customers 
throughout the UK and Europe. 

“The site is in a rural area with no 
direct neighbours and there will be no 
impact to the adjacent farm areas. 

“Energy projects such as this are 
supported in principle by central 


Government because they produce 
renewable and carbon neutral sources 
of heat and power whilst contributing 
towards a reduction in the generation 
of greenhouse gases. 

“It has been demonstrated that the 
proposal would have environmental 
and economic benefits. 

“The development would not have a 
harmful affect upon the landscape, 
subject to additional planting.” 

The tanks would be made of metal 
and painted green, which the 
applicants say would match the farm’s 
existing industrial units. 

The agents added: “This plant 


would provide a green source of 
energy for use by the business and 
supply electricity back to the National 
Grid.” 

A similar anaerobic digestion plant 
is going to be built in Littleport as part 
of a major new mushroom farm being 
built at May Farm in Mildenhall Road. 

That, too, will power the farm and 
feed into the national grid. 

A decision on the Chittering 
proposals could be made within the 
next eight weeks.

Council rejects 
kebab shop bid 


CONTENTIOUS plans to 
turn an empty butchers 
into a takeaway have been 
rejected - much to the relief 
of villagers. 

Residents in Sutton were 
concerned over plans to convert 
Hills, Harnwell and Rutterford 
butchers in High Street. 

Vahap Tursucu had applied to 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council for permission to turn the 
premises into a kebab house, 
complete with large carbon filter 
extractor fan. 

The butchers closed last year 
due to tough trading conditions. It 
had been in the village for more 
than 30 years. 

The district council’s planning 
committee refused the change of 
use after hearing there were grave 
concerns from residents and 
Sutton Parish Council.

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The authority received 26 letters 
of objection concerning the 
application. Residents were 
worried about noise and odour 
pollution and access to their prop¬ 
erties being blocked. They insisted 
a takeaway was not in keeping 
with the village and feared the 
premises might increase anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

Alison Harker, of High Street, 
said: “It is well-known that the 
pattern of activity arising from 
takeaways can involve late-night 
use and the congregation of 
groups of people in the vicinity. 

“There is no onus on the 
operators to influence the 
behaviour of customers. In 
addition, the traffic that would be 
generated would be significant, 


with trips at unsociable hours and 
the disturbance associated with 
short-term, on-street parking." 

Jon Megginson, also of High 
Street, said: “This development 
would result in a significant loss of 
amenity to me from highway 
safety issues adjacent to my 
property, the smell and odours 
from the establishment, the 
amount of noise and vibrations 
generated, litter and the level of 
disturbance in the area, partic¬ 
ularly in mid to late evening. 

“In addition, and in the vicinity 
of the application site, there are at 
least six access points for residents 
to access and egress from their 
own properties which cannot be 
blocked at any time of day or 
night.” 

Sutton Parish Council was also 
worried about the amount of litter 
the takeaway could cause.

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Council pays in 
£908,000 for 
‘gold’ pensions 


COUNCIL bosses in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire paid more than £900,000 
into staff pensions last year, according 
to a campaign group calling for the 
“gold-plated” deals to be scrapped. 

The £908,000 total is part of £55m paid in by 
local authorities across Cambridgeshire 

Nationwide, £1 in every £5 of council tax goes 
into local authority pensions, and in 
Cambridgeshire the bill increased by £4m on 
the previous year. 

The Taxpayers’ Alliance said it was 
particularly concerned about the rise in the 
number of councillors subscribing to the Local 
Government Pension Scheme. 

In Cambridgeshire, 21 elected members are 
signed up, including nine at the county council 
and nine at South Cambridgeshire District 
Council. At Cambridgeshire County Council, 
employer pension contributions totalled 
£39.9m in 2010/11. 

Cambridge City Council puts £5.1 million into 
contributions, equivalent to a further £40.62 per 
resident, while South Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s £2.7m bill works out at £18.58 per 
head. Huntingdonshire contributes £3.7 
million, Fenland puts in £2.2 million. 

Matthew Sinclair, director of the TaxPayers’ 


Alliance, said: “It’s unacceptable that ordinary 
families and pensioners, who have seen council 
tax bills almost double in the last decade, have 
so much of their money spent on council 
pensions. 

“These gold-plated retirement deals have all 
but disappeared in the private sector and it 
simply isn’t sustainable to keep the system as it 
is.” 

County councils have big bills, totalling 
£57.3m in Essex, £44m in Hertfordshire, and 
£45.3m in Suffolk. For other district and 
borough authorities, the cost is £838,200 in 
Forest Heath, compared to £2.2m in North 
Hertfordshire, £2m in St Edmundsbury, and 
£1.6m in Uttlesford. 

Terry Parr, secretary of Unison’s 
Cambridgeshire branch, said: “The average 
public service pension is around £7,800 a year 
and for women working in local government the 
average is £2,800 a year, hardly gold-plated.” 

Nick Dawe, the county council’s finance 
director, said: “We work incredibly hard to 
ensure our pension scheme is fair and offers 
value for money to taxpayers, employees and all 
those who participate in the scheme. 

“In reality a third of the £55m which goes into 
council pensions comes from the council 
taxpayer.”

Police chief 
welcomes 
crime drop 


CRIME in Cambridgeshire fell 
by 10 per cent in 12 months, 
according to Home Office 
figures. 

Statistics show that from the 12- 
month period to the end of September 
last year, crime in the county fell from 
58,678 offences to 52,689 offences, 
compared to the same 12-month period 
the previous year. 

The fall in robberies was particularly 
dramatic - by 34 per cent compared to a 
four per cent rise nationally 

There were also fewer domestic 
burglaries, an 18 per cent drop from 
3,586 to 2,935 offences, and incidents of 
criminal damage fell by 15 per cent, 
from 10,104 to 8,576 offences. 

Drugs offences increased by 38 per 
cent, from 2,115 to 2,918 offences. 

Police say the rise reflects the force’s 
tough approach to tackling those who 
supply drugs across the county. 

Chief Constable Simon Parr said: “I 
am delighted to see a reduction in total 
crime compared to the previous 12- 
month period, especially in robbery 
and domestic burglary. Over the year, it

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Wetland drought fears 


THIS summer could be the 
worst for wildlife in more 
than three decades if the 
drought continues, it is 
feared. 

The Wildfowl and Wetlands Trust 
(WWT), which has a reserve in 
Welney, fears that farming and 
wildlife could come into conflict if 
the current period of low rainfall 
continues. 

Rainfall has been so low that in 
many areas of the UK the level of 
moisture in the soil is worse than the 
severe droughts in 1976. 

In Welney, which is one of the 
worst-affected areas by the drought, 
there has not been enough rainfall to 
flood the grassland habitats, which 
has meant less food for grazing 
waterfowl - which has caused a 
decline in the number of wintering 
birds, such as wigeon. 

The WWT is worried that if the 
drought continues, farming and 
wildlife will be hit the hardest. 

Rob Shore, the organisation’s head 
of wetland conservation, said: “We’re 
struggling to keep our wetlands wet 
in winter, which is virtually unheard 
of. 

“The knock-on effect will be on the 
birds breeding in spring, so it is easy 
to see how quickly this can escalate. 
What we are proposing are small but 
sensible changes, which bring very 
tangible benefits for all of us.” 

The trust is urging the 
Government to support wildlife and 
farmers, as well as residents.

Mr Shore said: “We want the 
Government to tackle this problem 
before it gets out of hand - not just 
relieving the problem this year but 
by putting plans in place to prevent 
this happening again. 

“We have the technical solutions 
and have identified regulation, from 
farming subsidies to water company 
regulation, which could be tweaked 
to keep more water on the land to 
help wildlife and farmers. 

“Ultimately it will benefit all of us 
as consumers.” 

One solution being proposed is to 
create lots of small wetland areas to 
capture rainwater when it does fall. 

By slowing the flow of water off the 
land these would allow more water 
to percolate into soils and aquifers. 

The WTT says the added benefit is 
that they prevent soil, nutrients and 
other pollutants from being washed 
into rivers, which in turn reduces the 
costs of water treatment. 

Breeding birds, such as snipe and 
redshank, will also be affected. 

This is because they have their 
chicks in the summer which thrive 
on the muddy edges of the bank, 
habitat created during the steady 
rainfall over the winter. 

Mammals at Welney will not be 
particularly affected but fish will be. 

If the drought continues and the 
water levels drop, there will not be 
enough oxygen in the water to 
sustain the fish.

FUNDRAISING cam¬ 
paigns have been 
launched in a bid to 
build skate parks in 
two villages. 

Mums in Little Down- 
ham have set up a drive to 
raise cash for a new skate 
park to be built on the 
village recreation ground.

Lucy Jenkins, chairman 
of the Pymoor project, 
said: “Local children made 
a presentation and we 
presented a petition to the 
council with names from

residents who supported 
the skate park. As a result, 
the parish council app¬ 
roved it. 

“Now we have the 
mammoth task of raising 
money to make it happen. 
We need £45,000, which 
includes a concrete base, 
all ramps and getting the 
park installed. 

“There is no safe area in 
Pymoor for children to 
play. We need them off the 
roads before an accident 
happens.” 

Sarah Jenkins, who is 
heading the Little Down¬ 
ham project, said the skate 
park would be located at 
the rear of the astro pitch 
on the village rec. 

She said: “We created a 
petition and gathered 
more than J50 names of 
local children, adults and 
businesses in support of 


building a skate park in the 
village. 

“We have approached 
several skate firms and we 
are hoping to try to raise 
about £60,000 for the full 
completion of the skate 
park. 

“We understand this is a 
huge amount of money 
and obviously would not 
be able to support this on 
our own, so we are looking 
for donations from com¬ 
panies as well as fun- 
ding/grants from several 
other sources.”

TV licence dodgers caught 


SOME 200 people were caught watching 
TV without a valid licence in the Ely area 
last year, it has been revealed. 

Figures released by TV licensing officers 
show that there were more than 3,200 
people caught watching TV illegally 
across Cambridgeshire, and almost 
390,000 across the UK in 2011. 

That compares with more than 1,650 
caught in Peterborough and more than 
670 in Cambridge. Nationally, TV 
licensing officers catch more than 1,000 
evaders every day. 

Mark Whitehouse, TV Licensing 
spokesman for East Anglia, said: “On 


behalf of licence fee-payers in Ely, we are 
committed to tackling evasion and 
enforcing the law among the small 
minority who should pay, but don’t.” 

Mr Whitehouse said that offenders are 
given every opportunity to pay, but, if 
they failed to do so, they were liable for 
prosecution. 

He said: “The penalty fine for evasion 
can reach £1,000, plus court costs and a 
victim surcharge. 

“Anyone found guilty is also required to 
buy a TV licence at £145.50 and they 
could face a second prosecution if they 
continue to avoid payment.”

M ogadishu, the debut 

play by former 
schoolteacher Vivienne 
Franzman, sets out on national 
tour this month, and is playing at 
the Cambridge Arts Theatre until 
Saturday 

Set in a contemporary East End 
secondary school, the play - which was 
installed at the Lyric Theatre in 
Hammersmith last spring - raises 
questions of justice, race and youth and 
has been hailed an “outstanding debut” by 
The Daily Telegraph. 

When black student Jason pushes white 
secondary school teacher Amanda to the 
ground, she decides not to report him as 
she knows exclusion could condemn him 
to a future as troubled as his past. Yet 
victim becomes perpetrator when the 
tables are turned and Jason decides to 
protect himself by spinning a story of his 
own. With the truth becoming less clear 
and more dangerous by the day, it isn’t 
long before careers, relationships and 
even lives are under threat. 

Described by one critic as “ Grange Hill 
meets The Crucible ”, Mogadishu offers a 
hard-hitting portrait of modern society, as 
Franzman explains: “It’s a contemporary 
play about contemporary issues.. 

“It’s very much of its time -1 don’t 
think it would be relevant 15 years ago 
and I don’t know if it’ll be relevant in 15 
years’ time: it’s kind of encapsulating a 
moment.” 

Franzman worked as a drama teacher in 
East London for 13 years before taking up 
her pen as a playwright, and many of her 
own experiences and observations have 
made their way into her play. 

“The core of it, what happens to the 
teacher, is not my experience - it was 


actually based on a friend of mine - 
though a lot of the dialogue is taken from 
my experience of teaching in London. In 
the last few years of teaching I saw the 
rise of allegations against teachers - false 
allegations, I might add. 

“So I thought that was an interesting 
area to look at and an interesting 
development, socially and within 
education as well.” 

Franzman wrote the play in 2008 as an 
entry for the Bruntwood Playwriting 
Competition - which it won, along with 
three other works - then went on to add 
the George Devine Award to her cabinet 
in 2010. The play was taken up by the 
Lyric in 2011. 

“It was amazing to see it performed for 
the first time; I was still teaching then so 
it was like two worlds colliding - teaching 
was my day job and writing was 
something I’d thought about for so long. It 
was really amazing. And it’s been really 
fun working on it because the young 
people have got so much life. 

“I’ve had a few old students contact me 
and I bumped into some at the Lyric as 
well while we were there and the response 
has always been really positive.” 

What does she think about the “ Grange 
Hill meets The Crucible ” tag? 

“I don’t know about that. Grange Hill 
makes it feel a bit softer - The Crucible 
bit is harder I suppose, but it’s got quite a 
hard edge to it, it’s very urban.” 

What does she hope audiences will take 
away from it? Does it have a message? 

“I don’t have a message. I just raise 
things and people can think what they 
want to think about it.”

THE WOMAN IN BLACK

LESS is certainly more in this chilling 
film version of the celebrated novel by 
Susan Hill, which has been re-imagined 
as a television movie, a radio series 
and a hit stage play in the 30 years 
since its publication. 

Working from a screenplay by Jane 
Goldman, director James Watkins 
delivers a cinematic ghost train that 
plunges the audience into the eerie 
silence of a haunted house as the film’s 
mutton-chopped hero nervously 
wanders corridors with a flickering 
lamp to light the way. 

London solicitor Arthur Kipps (Daniel 
Radcliffe) is haunted by the death of his 
wife Stella (Sophie Stuckey) during 
childbirth and he seeks refuge in his 
love for their three-year-old boy, Joseph 
(Misha Handley). 

His work suffers as a consequence and 
Arthur’s boss Mr Bentley (Roger Allam) 
makes clear the precariousness of his 
situation, growling: “We can’t carry 
passengers; we’re not a charity.” 

To prove himself, Arthur is despatched 
to the remote village of Crythin Gifford 
where he must attend to the papers of 
Alice Drablow, the recently deceased 
owner of Eel Marsh House. 

The locals, including innkeeper Fisher 


(Shaun Dooley) and his wife (Mary 
Stockley), try to ward him off Arthur, 
advising him to go home to his son. 
However, Arthur persists with the help 
of local landowner Mr Daily (Ciaran 
Hinds) and glimpses a mysterious 
woman (Liz White) dressed all in black, 
who is blamed for the deaths of 
children in the village. 

The Woman In Black opens with a 
chilling scene of three girls committing 
suicide by jumping from the window of 
their attic playroom and continues to 
unnerve until Radcliffe is compelled to 
speak. 

In his first major role since hanging up 
his wand as Harry Potter, the 22-year- 
old actor is as wooden as the creaky 


floorboards in the godforsaken 
mansion and as soulless as the titular 
spectre. 

Expectations of unspeakable horrors 
around each darkened corner play 
havoc with frayed nerves and Watkins 
orchestrates some nice scares, 
accompanied by deafening bursts of 
composer Marco Beltrami’s discordant 
score. 

Watkins doesn’t reveal too much of his 
malevolent spirit and a centrepiece 
sequence in a bog of choking mud 
leaves us gasping for air along with the 
characters. 

Disappointingly, the denouement errs 
heavily towards sentiment when much 
of the rest of the film has been 
permeated by dread.

A NEW top-of-the-range 
version of the Nissan Juke 
has arrived - and it's white 
in tune with buyers' tastes. 

Replacing the successful Kuro 
(“kuro” is the Japanese word for

Women are better at parking than men, study shows 


WOMEN are better at parking than 
men, according to new research. 

Stereotyped views about 
women’s spatial skills should be 
put into reverse gear and beat a 
swift retreat, it appears, following 
a study by car parks operator NCP 
giving women a higher average 
score at parking than men. 

An analysis of drivers across 
the country looking at technique, 
accuracy and time taken parking 
gave women a score of 13.4 out 
of 20 compared to 12.3 for men. 

Women are slower than men at 
parking, taking an average of 21 
seconds compared with 16 for 
men, the study found. 


But they scored better on 
finding a space, positioning the 
car, reversing into spaces and 
making sure the car was centrally 
placed once in a space. 

The study found men often 
missed available spaces by driving 
too quickly through car parks. 

Well over a third of women 
opted to reverse into spaces - the 
method preferred by instructors - 
compared with just over a quarter 
of men. 

Men were also happier with the 
position of their cars once in the 
space, with only 29 per cent 
choosing to start repositioning the 
car. 


A majority of women found 
themselves shuffling forward and 
backwards to try to obtain a better 
final position, the study found, 
resulting in more than half of 
women parking centrally, 
compared with only a quarter of 
men. 

Researchers said the study 
found men also loved to “pose 
park” when accompanied by a 
female passenger by opting to 
squeeze into a small space when 
a bigger one was available. 

The study was conducted by 
looking at CCTV footage of 453 
drivers parking across the country 
with further research carried out 


into the views of 2,000 drivers. 

The scoring system was 
designed for NCP by driving 
instructor Neil Beeson of ITV’s 
Last Chance Driving School 
documentary. 

He said: “I was quite surprised 
by the results, because in my 
experience men have always been 
the best learners and usually 
performed better in lessons. 

“However, it’s possible that 
women have retained the 
information better. The results also 
appear to dispel the myth that men 
have better spatial awareness than 
women.”

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 



Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 


• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
